“goeson, which we feel will be of interest to the rest of our memberse 
Ted says, — ; 


*Jell, fellows, looks like the Late but not lamented dx season is 
a thing of the past. As for myself, I would say that it was almost a 
complete failure for various reasons. The principal reason here is that 
I have been very busy this winter and have done very little actual dx- 
ing. Sunday and holiday mornings were about all that I was able to dx. 
except for the January and February tests. During January, I stayed up 
till 3:00 and February, I got up AD that time and took in the second 
half of them. That way, I was able to log all those stations that had 
come on the air during the previous summer months. Another important 
reason for @ not very large growth of the old log was an exceptionally 
poor seasone During October, we had several very good nights here, but 
after that time, very few real good dx hights were noted. While the. 
list of stations logged grew.as wéll as could be expected, considering 
the time spent, it was impossibbe to secure material-for verification 
purposes from many of them due. to the high noise Level--which lots of 
timess was just as exasperatingly'small bit above the signal level. I 
should like to note one instance of this. Last night, I tuned to KFAB- 
WBBM at about 7:00 P.M. KFAB is 10 kw. and just over 200 miles from me~- 
but his signal could not be read. So I tuned to DJB on 15200 ko., and *.- 
heard their entire transmissioh till 10:00 P.il. 


I increased my log from 883 to 929 during the season but the veri-~ 
fied log increased only from--I seem to be somewhat. behind in figuring 
that up but I think it was less than 50. However, these were practically 
all 100 watters. 


It is customary to tell the type set one uses in his dxings I am 
using a modified Super. That is, it was built up from'‘a Miller kit and 
an amplifier of my own design.

ass-A- transformers in the audio being hi-fidelity equipment. Incident- 
ally, the 160 meter rig is now being dismantled and rebuilt into a 10 
meter logs So lets have your call letters eats the time you muenN be 
found on the air. ‘ :

HIGH-FREQUENCY HEADLINES 

We are now again experiencing some of the best East-West reception 
of the year. When the summer months roll. around and static blots out 
the Latin Americans on 49 meters, we must look to the higher frequenc~ 
ies for DX and entertainment. There we find that the strongest stations 
by far are the big Europeans audible throughout the evening on their 
America-beamed transmissions. And this summer we may expect even better 
reception than in the past. Power increases being put into service. Ger- 
many now uses six frequencies thréughout the evening on its North and 
South America program: DJR, DJ Q, and DJB on 19 meters; DID on 25 met- 
‘ers; and DJN and DJA on 31 meters. England uses four frequencies on all 
its transmissions. In the early morning we @lso find the Oceanic and 
Asiatic stations coming through with impreved signal strength. This sum 
mer, with several South American stations operating on the higher fre-~ 
quencies, we may expect to have better reception from there also than 
ever in the past. Notablé for their signal strength at present are LRX, 
HJIABP, and HJ1ABE in the 31 meter band. So, even though we must wait
